Commanded by a dreadful Captain, a 
particularFavourite toPnnccBOMBJSt 
called SU-9 ; for tho' there were per- 
haps many Perfonj as Capable of the 
Charge as himfelf, meaning the Re- 
nowned D-rH^-^-rw, ?S^^— T^B-r-jr/- 
f^-rd, &e.

An Account of the Queen s Forces, 

THE Moment the War was De- 
clared, the Queen began to think 
of making Levies ; but her Kingdom 
being finall in Comparifon of the Ene- 
mieSy aod her Supplies not arriving by 
the time appointed, £he found herfelf 
obliged to fuffer thefe Outrages for a 
time : At length indeed fhe had Raifed 
9: confidef able Army, which for the 
moft part confifted of the iamekind of 
Troops with; BOMBASTs, but njore 
adroit and. better regulated* She. had 
JntitbefeS'Sy : yet not fb Licentious as 
thofe oa the other fide, which always 
marched in., Cbfters .at ,the Tail of 
One. another, but fucb as leaving learnt 
their Excercifes in the j4^4^^»7, were 
obedient to their Commander^s Orders,* 
and knew, how to maintain their pro- 
per Pofts/ Hece iikewife ;y.Qu might 
have beheld Jlegorie\ old .{laodiog 
Troops of great Efteem, for having to 
ooiifiderably enlarged her Majefty's

Territories. For to the Modern Ge- 
ography^ they had added the fpacious 
IGngdom of Vtopia^ the Empire of the 
Maoffy and the Ifle of Barataridy where 
Miguel de CorvMteSy Sir Thomas Moor and 
Bimop Wilkins enjoy mighty Seigniories. 
They had like wife Signalized themfelves 
in the Plains of L^ri^/i.during the Gram-^ 
matick War. Thefe Troops were very 
numerous, and much to be admir'd for 
their ftriO: Rom^an DifcipUne, for they 
never allowed themfelves the fame free- 
doms with the reft of the Army. His 
Saiyrical Highnefs fent the Queen feveral 
jay Iromes of a very different Humour 
from thofe in the Enemies Camp ; with 
a ftrong Party oi Fables under theCom*

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Head of his fmall Party, than ever he 
did in the other World. 

After thefe, before a Numerous Squa- 
dron, marchM Orindsy that lUuArious 
Maid, more famous than the other rf 
Oir leans y the Queen's greateft Minion and 
.Confident. One Failing, it muft be 
confeiTedy (be always had, to be attended 
;by a certain fneaking Servant, called 
Modejly; who infpired her with feeble 
Councils 3 and often prevented the 
atchieving thofe Exploits, a better Ge- 
nius direded. Notfo, the next Jmazon^ 
Renowned Behn, who acknowleged no 
other Laws, but fhofe of Nature, and 
her foft defires^ This Lady had the 
beft Equipage of any in th? Field ; 
came attended like a Sovereign Prince(s ; 
the Englifb Raver was Captain of her 
Guards, and Or(?wi(? her Favorite StateG 
man. Yet the Judicious inforni us, 
Qripdd is much the Richer of the two, 
and her Credit will pafs for more Money 
in the great Igank of Reputation. 

The Great Spunheim^ her Majefties 
Antiquary, ^zs the only Loyal Subje^ 
of the State, who came not in Perfon 
|0 her A^iit^nce; being e^cvifed upon the 
• / ■ ' ' ' ■ ' \ •<• ■ ' Score* 
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Score of bis Double Fun^ion^ as Em'* 
baffador and AuthcH* in a certain Nor 
thern Kingdom, where heequally pro- 
motes the Queen's Affairs, with thofe 
of Pruffia^ How ever he fent feveral 
.Veteran Troops to the General Rende- 
vouze \ part very well Cloathed, and the 
reft without the New Regimental Ha- 
bits, he was preparing for 'em, which 
f hey had not leifure to tarry for. 



Chap- IV. 

The Troubles in the Kingdom of 
Poetryj; how they arofe^ and up- 
on what terms Compojed. 

SO foon as the War was Declared, 
the Queen had like wife fent to 
Demand Affiftance from her Sifter 
Poefrj : A Princefs with whom fhe has 
always lived in perfeft League and A- 
mity ; having taken one of her Subjeds 
to be Prefident of her Councils : For 
thp ^oyernment of their States was al« 

moft 
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inoft the fame, only Poetrfn 
ries were Subjeft to more auftere 
Laws, But this Princefs could not 
fcvA her Supplies by the time defired, 
«rhi?h g9ve the Enemy an Opportunity 
of l^yiag the Kingdom Waft. This 
Misfortune was occafioned by a certain 
Bloody War, that Lady was engaged 
In at Home, which required her more 
immediate Care : And we fhall give you 
a (hort account of it, to excufe her Neg^ 
feft. 

There hapned a Bloody Difpute in 
her Dominions, between Kbime and 
Redfon ; the firft of thefe pretended to 
the Superintendance of Pire£hon of all 
Afllairs, refolving to make Resfan fub? 
mit to their Arbitrary Sway* Thus 
a Poet having clapM two Rhimes to* 
gether, immediately fanfi'd his had made 
a couple of Verfes, giving Reafon the 
fiberty cither to come or ftay away at hi$ 
pfeafure. Whereas by the Fundamen- 
tal Laws of the Country, all Poets wer^ 
jfirfl: obliged to enquire after Reaf0n^zn^ 
then adid a Rhim^y if tljey cpujd {fiq(f 



For this purpofe certain Offices of 
ioteJligencc for Rhimes^ had been for- 
merly creftcd, caQed DifUmmrhi and 
l^dfnit^ti9\ B^himef of latp Years had 
ipade fo confidprable a Frogrefs, they 
had intireiy expelled Reafon out of iVo- 
vfris^&(>ffn$ts wdMddri^Mfs ; in fmeipufied 
with this SuccefS) thqr now b^m to 
tak)^ Fo^efion of tkmtfluks^ and lodge 
themfelves where ^hey thought moft 
Convenient, which intireiy Defeated all 
Cadence and t^^f^f thofe faithful 
Attendants on her Majefty, and occa* 
fioned dreadful Hismsh and Caeofhoneds^ 
to the infinite damage of the State. For 
thcfe Diforders Mtlion and fome other 
E^^ajh Heroes, rallyed all their Forces, 
$nd drove the Rhimes out of their fe» 
veral Provinces : Whilft JoJelfe^ Pdf^uin^ 
Pafferat^Rdfm and fome other trench Ad^ 
venturers, finding themfelves too weak 
to affert their Liberty, prayM affiftancc 
i&omtbe Ramdns and Greeks^ who de^ 
tached a ftrong Supply of Qudntities^ 
COfnppfcfl of ^fonde^Sy Daffyles and 

Iambickf[ 
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Umbicks^ to their Afliftance ; which en- 
abled 'cm to defend the Reafon they 
had left; nay, a certain ADy of theirs 
in EngUnd^ was fo mightily taken veith 
the Difcipline of thcfe Foreign Troops, 
he Entertained a Regiment at his own 
€xpence, which he drew up after this 
manner.

What progrefs thefe Outlandifli He- 
roes might make in Fratieey I cannot fay ; 
but the Bin for Naturalizing, 'em with 
us, mifcarryed. Tho' a certain Noble 
Grecian made ufe of *em not many Years 
fmce, with good Succefs, to fright a 
poor Bookfeller out of his Wits ; who 
had given him Five Pounds Earneft 
for an Epck Poem in that Language 
upon King WiUiam ; and coming about 
a Month after, to enquire what progrefs 
his Author had made, could only find 
thefe thre? mijngrel IJexameters. 
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The Rhimes finding themfelves vigo- 
roufly Attacked on all fides,immediately 
refblved to make a powerful Diverfion 
in the Country of the Latins^ and play 
the fame Game Scifio did with HAnihd^ 
to oblige him to retire from Italy. Nay, 
to obtain a Bleifing upon their Arms, 
they had recourfe to Pope Leo^ who 
honourM their Party with hisownName, 
from whence they have ever fince been 
called ,L^onkks\ And indeed they did 
wondrous pxecution, for in a Moment 
they expelled QuamitUsy the Sovereign 
Lords of the Country ; who were thus 
obliged 10 recall thole Supplies for their 
Defence, they had fertt to the Afliftance 
of Rfofin: But immediately on their 
Return, the Pofture ot Affairs was 
changed ; for the Rkimes were intirely 
Routed) and obliged to take fbeltcr in

From the Lyrick Coafts, came great 
qtianttties of light ArmM Horfe, Led 
by Cowlejfj Oldham and fome others, 
who had Conquered unknown Lands ; 
and imitating the great Examples of 
Pindar and Horace^ acquired a fame

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• little inferior to theirs : Here you 
might have feen thofe invincible Troops, 
the Plagues of Athens^ the beft Mount- 
ed, and moft Regular of any in this 
Squadron : But their Renowned Cap- 
tain, having obtained a more honour- 
able Poll, only Commanded here by 
Proxy. 

Next came the mighty MikoHj So- 
vereign Prince of Epic-Land^ followed 
by two Armies raifed at his own Ex- 
pence : So numerous were his Troops,his 
fole Comfarifons dindDefiriptiowwtrc fuf- 
ficient to have form'd whole Regiments. 
But his Jateft Levies were not Comba. 
rable to his veteran Soldiers ; for tno' 
by their Afliftance be f egairiM his Ps- 
radife^ at the fame inftaht he loil abun- 
dance of Credit, After him, walked 
S fencer^ by fome preferM to the former; 
then at an awful diftance Denham and 
fome others, at the Head of fmall Par- 
ties : And the Renowned Bl.^.k ...re^ 
who bi*ought more Soldiers into the 
Field than ahy other Chief; indeed they 
were fonjething Irregular, fome tall 
enough /or Granadiers, others of the 
Pigmy fizej yet were very acceptable 

D to 
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to fier Majefty; for being extttamfjr 
like the Enemies Troops, both in Form 
aoid' ^^bit, they made excellent Spies. 

Frdm the Province of IdySeh arrived 
a"Regiment or two under the Com- 
/mand of Creech ; and from the Sa^yrU 
"-Torrefi^ Butler and Garth^ Grand Cenfors 
of the Kingdom, brought powerful 
'Parties, exccUently well ArmM ; which 
never failM of making dreadful Slaugh- 
ter whiere ever they Charged. 

From the Land of Elegies likewifc, 
came two Renowed Chiete, Waller and 
tdchejlefy each famous in his feveral way;

ALL thefeForces having now joy nM 
her Majefties, fhe gave Orders, 
to her Field- Marfhal Art^ to difpofe 
'eni in Batde-Array, according to the 
directions he Ihould Receive from 
Good^Senfe^ Here, 'tis worth our while 
to Remark the Difpofition, which dif- 
fer'd extreamly from that of the Ene- 
my. For amongfl: Pedants it had always 
been an inviolable Maxim, to place their 
Hom0gene\ or Troops of the lame Kind, 
together. For example ; if any Captain 
went to . poffefs himfelf of a Poft, his 
whole Party coalifted of UyferboUs. 
In anotlier place, you Ihould behold an 
Intire Garrifon of Antithes^Sy juft ac- 
cording to theGenius of the C^onqjman- 
d'er. N ay, fuch partioilar TTroops' were 
fo niighty fond of certain Leaders, that 
they haa a kind of Propriety in 'em, 
find^ transferfd their Intereft; froni 

D 5 Father 
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Father to Son, for many Generations. 
Hence the Narrstions always attended 
upon the Chiefs of the Hi/fotepofis\ 
Cimfut4U0m uppn Ironi^i^ and, Bfilogffts 
upon Anacefhaleo/k's. Nor was any 
PedsHt fo hardy to conteft their Right, 
or pretend to rempve 'eni from their 
ancient' Poftb ; to * whieK- tHcy pleaded'a 
Title by Ffefcriptiott. 

But all thefe abttfeis w^re Refoftne* 
in-the Kingdom of E LO/^EmBi 
Aft never would fuflfer'intire Bbdtesof 
Hjprb'oks^ Antitht^fs^ Ihnies^ or tHe* 
like, to herd together, nor pertnit^em. 
alurays to be Commanded 'By the- fetne 
Officers. Experience had^ taught hiixj* 
the advantage of making Hj^fevYgw^^i^ 
Bodies, compofed^ofdiversMndijwHcrp 
Were n^ingled Soldiers ofdiflferent Cpun* 
tries, and with various Atmr; foreacH, 
he chbfe a: convenient Poft, ofiferying 
the conftant Rules of time and pjace ; 
iarid^ vary ing as occaiipn required. " 

Of air theft Troops thus fhuffiwl and:

With thefe were Intermixed 
fmall Parties of Letters and Vmes of 
GAllantrjy Levyed in the Queens Here- 
ditary Countries, and Commanded by 
the Duke of B — -gham.^ 
. The Rear-guard was Compofed only 
of two Battalions j that on the Right 
conii^tdoi Rom Ahces^ under the Com- 
mand of Sir Philip Sidney ; and on the 
Left, were l^ofted the Trahjlutionsy which 
being vierj^ Numerous, were divided 
into fevei-ai Bodies; firft Marched 
UEJiraffgeyZ Magnificent Leader, who 
had dreffed his Troops in rifew Habits 
A-la^mode^ Cut, and ModePd juft ac- 
cording to his own Faiicy. Othefs o- 
Beyed Hqbbes and Sheer i j wh6fe fe- 

rere Difcipline had rendered -em Icfsf 
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Licentious j 9nd if they made not 4I* 
together lo good an Appearance a§ 
the former, they furpaffed them io 
Jufticc. After thefe came B — rn a Cap* 
tain, who made his Levys in fo much 
hail, that he found himfelf obliged to 
Lift feveral Lackeys and Black-guard, 
to compleat his Number. 

All the Cavalry difpofed in either 
Wing, came from the Poetick Ktngdam\ 
thefe were Figures well Mounted and 
Elevated above the Reft. For really 
Verfe is nothing elfe but Frofe on Hort 
back, and fo &id the Ancients long 
ago. Thefe were furious Troops of 
incredible Swiftneis, and would in a 
moment render themfelves Maftersof 
the higheft Eminencies. In the Right 
were the DramAticks^ Lyricks^ Sonnets^ 
Efigrams and Mddrigdls : On the left, 
M'picks^ Idjllesj Satyrs and Elegies. Com* 
manded by the feveral Chiefs; that 
brought 'em. Nor was there ariy difc 
ference to be obferved amongft 'em ; 
but that the Efiek and Dramatuk Squa- 
drons were ArmM Cap-a fe like Ger*, 
man Curaffiers; the Reft were only 
light Arm'd Cavalry 5 whereof her 
' > ^ Majefty 



M^e% upoft occaHon might have. 
formM a Plying Camp. N^ver were beu 
ter Regulated Troops beheld with hu^ 
man Eye; they* even Marched by; 
Meafure, and^fo well obferved their 
H^nks, not- one advanced a Hair's 
breadth before^ his Comrade. But in* 
deed they \yere kept* under fevere Dir 
fcipline^by two Grand Superintendents, 
Si^eld^x^d Rrf^mmoff^ who bad pre-<' 
fcribed 'em certain Rtiles, not to be 
TtanlgrefTfed, upon pain of ^ being Ca« 
flnered *: But their Captains were fome'^ 
times obliged' to moderate theRigour 
of thcfe Ordfers, otherwife tbcy could 
never have found Soldiers that would ^ 
have- lifted under their Banner. 

In the midft of thefo Troops (bined^ 
the i^etH\, adorned' with all her Native 
Sweetnefs and- Majefty ; fhe was lur? 
rounded by a fmall Party of Archers, 
and light Armed Cavalry, Commanded^ 
by a Certain Captain, called the M^de^ 
wha was lately prompted to that Hon*' 
our by her Nfejefty ; tho' formerly he 
was but of very- little efteesK The 
firft occafion of hi& Rife, was, being 
ferviceable tothe gf eat Court ojDiteiUrs^ 

whom 
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whom he put in a right Method, ^ about 
the diftributipn of Glory,, and thofe 
other Rewards her Majef^ beftow$ 
ypon her well-deferying SubjcftJ. 

But perhaps you oiay think it {q[M^ 
thing ftrange, there fhoijld* not be the, 
fante kind of Cavalry, amongft" the 
Pedants^ to oppofe her M&jefty i eipe- 
dally fince BO MB J ST has ftverat

But being created fpight 
of ^Mher^d and the Mufes^ they durft 
not adventure to take the Field ; ber 
caufe they had accidentally heard' i^o* 
fffer mention certain dangerous and 
vindi3ive QoddefTes, who fometimes* 
engaged in Battles, whofe ftrength and^ 
fury, they were not fo hardy to expe- 
rience. Wherefore they kept them* 
felves clofe within certain Forts called 
Colleges^ guarded by Cerieruf\ or 
^Mitorsy that had exprefs Command 
to fhut the Gates againft any Perlbn 
that appeared to have a Mem fome* 
thing mpre than Human.

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Now, tho' her Majefty alone, inr 
formed and animated this puifTant, Ar* 
my, yet flie always diftributed her 
6rders, by the Organs and Advice of 
GoocUSenfe^ who Commanded as Cap- 
tain- Geperal. His was the Care,to pitch 
ijpon a conyenient Plaeei to Encamp 
in -wherefore, to prevent being furroun* 
ded by the .En|epies Nujpbers,he Pofted 
himfelf in fuch manner, t;hat th^Torrentof 
Eloquence^ whiqhwafliM the Plain, fecu- 
red one Wing •, the Capital Town the p- 
tlier, withip fight whereof he defignM 
to Engage the Foe. • This Affair dit 
patchedjhe itnpediately,detach'd an Offr 
hMd P?irty, to get Intelligence of BOM- 
B457^s Mopons: Thefe were Troops . 
Levyed in hail, and of no great Rer 
putation, tho' fpmetimes they had the 
Fortune to talfe ftrbng Places by Sur- 
prjze, which might otherwife have 
held out a Forpal Siege, Upon their 
Return they informed him \ the Enemy 
advanced by. long Marches, with a 
fiilj. deflgn.to give him Battel, and de- 
pended To ' much upon his Numbers,

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*^ her great Defigns, and let us no 
** longer mifpend that time in talking^ 
" which ought to be employed in 
^^ AQibn. 

Upon this, to fliew the Enemy how 
little he valued *em, without quitting 
his Poft, he immediately began a Skir- 
miffi by ,a Party of Billetdouz. and Com^ 
flep^ents^ Detached for that purpofe ; 
who making a Tour about, March'd 
within Piffol-Shot of the Enemy, and 
there Difcharged, before they returoed 
to joy n the main Body. Whereupon 
the r^iii;^^j: in one intir^ Cour, came 
to Attack Gpod'Senft\* and certainly 
had it not been. for the Afliftance of 
the .Tutelary God of Rhetarick^ and 
the General's own Condu£t, indi^fing 
his Troop fp dextroufly, he could ne- 
ver have been able to have fuftained fo 
dreadful a Shock, But a very extra- 
ordiha'ry' Occident made the Vidlory 
fall on l);s fide. ; ' 

III the $gittalion ofJf9UtUfes\w0L^ 
a "parccjLof mimitaljlf Mortals ; every 
Ranjc confiftedof Oppp.fitionand Con- 
tra rietyi'^ The Rear was perpetually 

clafhing 



claflifflg with tne Van; andnofooner 
had the Trumpet fo\ind«3, but it rouzM 
their ancient Enmity: He that brought 
up thid File immediately Attacked the 
Right Hand Man, and each Engaged 
his Companion : Thus without the Ene- 
mies afllftance, this Battalion intirely 
Defeated themfelves* The Prime^ who 
had not forefden this Difordcr, now 
endeavoured to redrefs it ; but, being 
naturally of a fiery Temper, inftead of 
remedying, he made the matter worfe 
than it was before : However he or- 
dered an Aide de Camp to make the 
Authorities advance to fuftain him, and 
at the fame time Commanded a- 
nother to bid the neareft homes March : 
Thefe two Bodies advanced with fo 
much prieciptiation, they run foul upon 
one another, and the Antithefes^s be- 
hind, finding themfelves excluded from 
a fhare in the Afiiion, tho' they had 
been a little appeafed before ; now refol- 
ving not to ftand idle, went together 
by the Ears again, with more fury 
than ever ; which occafioned fo great 
a Confufion, it could never after be 
compofed. Mean while thd Combat 
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>|5fafi beg^r% betw^Qn thA Cavalry o^ 
l>otb fidos ;, the D^fcri^mmy Qommn^ 
pd by PMus in ferfon, oi^dc a ^ad 
For a while, again ft the Epii^k^ Ljrkk 
and IdyUian Squaidrops : 5ut at length 
Werp obliged to giv^ Gnound? to cbeir 
5uperiour Force arid Yigouj; ; and 
a bad, pod^rftaijding ajiongft them* 
ielves, did not alittl6 xomributie to their 
difordcr ; The Jnti(he[esls. and- Jmhmi^ 
ths^ being Routed, the ghemy, punfued^^ 
and fnade a dreadifu I Slaughter toipogft 
^emt ^ext, the Satjimb Troops, char^ 
ged'the Ironiesy and Engaged theni) fa 
clofe, they Wounded. Vm with, thein 
Poyniards , or fhortr Treatifes, aften 
haying broke, and' difarm'd 'eni. ofi 
their Clubs. Oh the other fide, the. 
l)ramfick Squadrons had pourM: down: 
upop the Hyberbole'^S)^ their Ancient- 
Foes, whom they defigncd: to- exrer- 
ininate Rdot and: Branch;. Here the 
iDifpute was fo Warm, that moft of 
the Prologues ^ M^hjch coropofed the £«^ 
p^t ferdusy Perifhed.in the Encouatei*^ 
apd '^reatert part of the. Hqrfoi ficdi 
jiig th«mfelves.hriskIy.attackM, retreai- 

fcd;. a, Body, of. iSmm^s,2Sidi Mm'isi 
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Chsred fo furioufly, that many of the 
D>ramattik Party received dreadful 
WouadS from 'em, iiid the Marks re- 
main to this Inftant: Viftory had 
fbmetime continued dubious between 
thefe furious Combatants, when the 
Humottf^ of the Age coming up to the 
Afliftance of the Dramancks^ obliged 
the Moralifis to retire, and the Hjkerm 
holers finding thiemfelvesDefeited, were 
obiged, Tpight of their inveterate ha- 
tredj to Surrender to their Enemy; who 
whert they had granted 'em Quarter, 
found, for all their mighty appearance, 
they were nothing but empty Phan- 
toms puffed with Wind. 

About the fame time, the Queen\ 
Vahgiiard advancing, the Sermons fell 
upon the Allufioks (o Couragibufly, who 
were Polled over againft 'em, that in 
a moment they Difordered and Routed 
^em. This Party pufhing their Succefs, 
Cut tiid^ny Exaggeratio/fs to Pieces, who 
coming froni the Land of Count erf eils 
were pretty well Fortifyed, to thefe the 
5^rw?e?w, who fought for thef Truth, 
were mortar Foes: Frorfi hence ^ they 
acjyanccc) to\vards tht'JUegbriesy who 
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notwithftanding the Viftpricf they 
had obtained in former Ages, Mf ere qow 
growtt feeble, and had loft their Pri* 
ftine Courage ; for they fuffered P— ii 
and Bri"fij their Leaders, to be Cut off 
within their view, who now aton'd 
with; their Bloods for the Defolations 
they bad made in the Kingdom of Rhe- 
toricki 

I>uring this diforder, Prince BOMr 
BASTj tho* almoft furrounded by the 
Enemy, was the only Perfon that did 
not betray the leaft tokens of Fear; 
unmoved he flood with his Battalion of 
Equpvocations^ who being drawn up af- 
ter the manner of a Phahnx^ with 
their Pikes and long Treatifes point- 
ing every way, it was impoffible to 
break 'em : In fine, they fuftained the 
Enemy's Charge fo long, they gave 
their fcattered Troops opportunity to 
Rally, and return to the Combat: 
Thus the firft Lipe of Battel was (bon 
reftored by frefh : Antithefes\s^ Allegories 
iand Authorities-^ and immediately they 
came . to Charge her Majefties Van- 
guard, which then was a little difor- 
tiered ; for, ^ffuring themfelves of the 

\\.. ' Vidory, 
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Viftory. they had ventured a littl^ be- 
yond their Ranks to purfue the De* 
feated : This fumifhed the Jntithejh^s^ 
AlUgpries and Authorities^ with an eafy 
pamge thro' the open :Lines^ of the 
SermonSy Dramaticks and Speeches : And. 
put the Queenh whole Army in fo great 
a Confufion, that hardly a Soldier cC 
caped without Wounding. 

Thus without any confiderable re-, 
fiftance, they forced their way to the 
fecond Line, where Good-Senfe had 
difpofed the HifiorieSy Philofofhicy Mo^ 
ral and Politic Works^ with (bme o- 
ther Stout and Vigorous Bodies, which 
bravely fuftained their Shot; and o* 
bliged Fortune, fome confiderable time, 
to hold the Balance equal. 

Mean while the Efick Squadrons,* 
finding nothing that was fo hardy, 
face *em, had began to Charge the 
Comparifons in the Flank; and hav- 
ing like wife brought in their Compa- 
nies , feveral Imall Parties of the fame 
liind, tho' infinitely more Robuft, ( for 
one Poetick ComfAtifon is able to Beat 
ten in Pr'ofe at any time ) thefe imme- 
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ijately Engaged 'em Man to Man, 
and obliged -em fo fling away theip 

Arms. 

The Cavalry on the Right badtlone 
the like Execution, for hairing Flanked 
tSie EfiphoHetna^s^ they forced them to 
Run away with woeful Eicclamations ; 
whereupon the Queen^sVqxcts obtaiiiM 
an intire Vi^ry. A^ dreadful flaugh- 
ter was made amongft the Antitlkjes^t 
Juthprities and Ec[uivocAtionsy which 
were Broken and Routed on every fide. 
Nay, it was Ten thoufand to one, but 
PHnce BOMBAST had;-been Taken • 
tiiit having a little Dif^uifed himfel^ 
He pafled' without fufplcion, through 
fevcral* Squadrons of the Enemy ; and 
fifterhe was out of Danger, declared he 
iaw feveral of his good Friends and 
A'cquaintaace in RHETORICKJs Army ^ 
who were Inftrumental in helping him 
to make hjs Efcape, Thiis the U?^^^ 
became Miftreft of the Field of Battel, 
with all the Enemies Baggage, which 
the Pnfofbfeit's Haddefertfedih akcky 
•libur J fince tHfere by • they obtain- 
ed the meahs^f fecuring their Retreat. 
But ft rid orders were given to prevent 
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pedling yvk% tfce Spoif, wfeic?fc IWiog 

infe£ted, might have i|)read the Fef^i^ 
knee auiongfil the Carn-p. 

Perhaps you- may wonder why the 
Machines^ acid JrPiBery fe much talke4 
0f Ofl- both fidfes, were rieter rnadc 
ufe of^ during the wholie A^ioo. But 
asifor thoft on BO MB AST^s fidt, 
Qumrack indted had EreQ?ed a Labo*^ 
rious Battery, wherewith he defigped 
to do wondrous Ejtecution, but moft un- 
fortunately it hapned one of the Inferior 
Engineers gave fire before the Critical 
Minute, which totally Defeated thq 
whole Operation. Whereas botb Whir^ 
ligi^ and> Gimsrack Swore by Hermes 
Trymegi^us^ one Hairs breadth more 
of Time, had' accomplifhed the moft 
Glorious Projefl: ever Hiiman Brain 
was Big withal; and dbne KHEFC)- 
RlCKj^ Array more- Mifchief^ thaq 
pver Archimedes was able to do the 
Uomiin Fleet. Thus far ■ d it with BOM^ 
BAHTs Artillery ; But for the Queen%^ 
fh© was ffenfible the. Machines brought 
by- the Grand' Mafter Interlude^ were 
mor^ fpr fliew than ufe ; and tho' at* 

^rft It was rcf0lved ttiey ffiould attend 
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upon tbe Dramatick Squadrons ; yet the 
Jftief$dants-y upon wiler Confideration, 
would not fuffer 'cm to play ; left they 
they might prevent the Officers and 
Soldiers fromJDhewing their Courage. 
Befides there was reafon to apprehend 
they might have Wounded Captain 
Inventpon^ an Officer, for w^om her 
Majefty had a more than Ordinary 
Efteem, and had Conftituted him Com* 
milTary General of all her Forces. 

After the Vi^ory the Prifoner severe 
vifited ; for the Queen* s> Forces had 
put none to the Sword, that accepted 
Quarter^ only the obftinate Died upon 
the Place ; great Numbers had Sur* 
rendred at Difcretion, and many of, 
'em entered into her Majefties Pay, 
having loft their former Hatred, and 
taken an Oath of Fidelity, to live ac- 
cording to the Laws of the Country. 
As for Captain Index^ being a very 
ufeful Perfon, he found a favourable 
Entertainment from the Queen. .But 
PoleantheAS Liberty was valued at an 
Immenfe Ranfom ; and certain fub- 
ftantial Merchants in PauPs Church^ 
7>rrfand Paternofter-Rotv^ adyapced thq 
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Money t6 Pycferve his; Life ; for her 
Ma jefty was mightily prtffed by fe- 
veral of her beft Counfellooiis, to coifi- 
mit him to the Flatoes. The moft 
unfortunate Ferfon upon this Occafion, 
was ths Lord Chief Jufiw Cook^ who 
came to ailift his Ancient Friead and 
Ally, Prince BOMBAST, at the Head 
of a Numerous. Party oS Barbarous 
Law Terms J attended by .his ihfepera- 
ble Companion, the good Judge Lit- 
telton ; in whofe more fortunate Days» 
the vaft Empire of Pedantry, had no 
body fo hardy to prefcrihe its Li- 
mits« . Not fo9 when Cook prdided at 
the Helm, for tho' feveral bulky Folio's 
can w^tnefs for hts Zeal, to maintaia 
the Rights and Prerogative of that Mo-^ 
narchy, whilft his latter Days were 
fpent in deftroying his Lawful Sove- 
reigns; yet Bscon\ fuperior Genius 
rendered his utmoft indeavours inef- 
fe^ual. To his Charge therefore, be- 
ing taken Prifoner, he was Comitted, 
and met the fcurvy ufage he dfeferv'd ; 
for pretending to ape the Virtuofo. Sir 
Matthew Hales indeed interceded in his 
behalf J but the Anfwer Bacon made 

him, 
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iiim, was in a La\*' Di(tinfl:ion^ tliat 
be Htould Ipare the Ldnyery but Cha^ 
itife the Perf4»i: Yet the Body Natural 
iiiight as well fcave fuffered for both 
the Politick Capacities d$ oiie. Id fine, 
his Lordlhip being Voted a moft im- 
placable P^attjif,. and ccjnfequently a 
Notoriotis; Enemy to her Majefty's Per-i 
ion and Governmeiit, 'twas uecrttd 
he (hould Run die Gantlet : Many Were 
the Stripe? his Jufticefhip received, 
for My Lc^rd B4$oH and Sir Wahet 
Rawkigh roofc care to quit fome Per- 
fbnal Scores; nor did the Duke of 

B" hdnk forget to reward him for 

the Virulfeni Harangue he made a* 
minft his Father, wfceil Speaker of tht^ 
Haufe of Gomitions* ' 
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C H A 1^. IX. 

^e QuEEN^ finding it in vdin id 
attempt a ReduSion of the Com- 
mon-Law C4ntons^ turns her 
Arms againfi the Civilian. 

THE J^aee/ff being ft gain Miftreft 
of the Field, was refolved to 
attempt the Recovery of what flie had 
loft ; but efpecially the Province of 
Jttpee, which tho oi^htily infe^ed 
with Pedantryy was ftill her peculiar 
Care; fome Friends fbe had in the 
piftriSt of EfHity^ tho'liut a few, yet 
their Merit and fibgieiUr Zeal Mras 
fiifficient to atooe ^r the Ofiences of 
the whole Country. Th^fe frequently 
bempanM theif l^oc^ which l^d platted 
'emJA Mfflffcbt a ad cauTed them to 
dwel} amongft the iohabit;aht^ of /(>- 
dAr i .Tis wondefpl fo Fopulqus a Sjia^e. 
fhpuld feldom produce 'above one jPA<r- 
»«* in an Age, and fopetii9cs hardly 
thijlti tm^mmrsy Wright , Coeftr 
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and Pawis have adorned the Prefent. 
With theft; and thefe jjilcffie, her Ma 
jefty has always held a ftrift Corre- 
Ipondence, and by their^helpfiatteted 
herfelf, fhe {hould one Day .reduce the 
intire ' Province to Obedience; which, 
to her Infinite Sorrow, aftermany At- 
tempts, fhe found unpra&icable. Long 
did the former of thefe Hero's ftrive 
to affert her Right, till unfought for 
Preferment Condemned him to the 
Daily Torment of hearing Nonfenfe, 
a vexation to fo nice a Taft, equal to 
that of Syfifhas: ^ut his better Srdrs 
have fince rewiarded his Toils,by giving 
him Otiumcum Dignitate^ ' The fecondy 
defpairingbf Succefs, after having given 
fighal proofs df his Loyalty, retired, j 
l)ut the'.Qccafions of the State foon' 
found hin^ out, and obliged him^ con^' 
trary to his Inclination, Xo, accept the^ 
Seals. ' Codfer and Potiis now alone. 
Remain, }^t Cicero znd Jfortenfus of 
ttiatBar. But in vain, they endeavour, 
to' keform the.uncouth Multitude that 
Crpud the' Hall, \^hi\Q^ 'ScaM' knd' 
mpertinencey the mortal Foes of RHB-^ 
XORIClCy oppofe the' good Defigfl.

Cohfiderihg tlierefare the Ifretrievabld 
Condition of tliis part, her Majefty 
turned her viftorious Arms againft thofe 
Catitons belonging to the CiviU 
JLm; vt^hich had revolted by the Itir 
iiigation of Hia/iiieri Recrimination and 
CartHmon-Fame^ who brought a power- 
ful Army Jnto the I^ield: Ho fooncr 
\vere thefe Politick Jfnazons met at 
the general Rendevouze, but to ftreng; 
then their Party, they refolved to fend 
for Afliftance to their Old Allys, the 
Common Law Cantons ; Procedendo hap- 
ning to be then amongft 'em, about 
feme B-dvi^dy Bufineft,. they eriiprcated 
the Favour of him,as he bad always been 
inftrumental to preferve a fair Gorre*

cHT the Country^ were f©ob appoioited 
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io Ittencf him. Arriving at the Ally's 
Canmp^ both Armies were joynecf, and 
the General* refolved to carry on the 
War, with all the Vigour^ iraagiuable i 
Burt before the leaft Motioh Oflfenfive 
Was made, Simder^ Recrimination and 
Procedendo entering into a private Ca- 
bal, agreed to exclude Common Fame^ 
cut oftheirCcRincils,not that they doubt- 
ed her Integrity, for file had always 
given proofs of her AfFeftion to the 
Country, arid often preferred h6r Ser- 
vice totheC(?«iw>^-L^mCantons, where 
fometimes fhe fiSund Employment^ 
fometimes none, according to the Tem- 
per of the Judge, and Difparity between 
the PlantifF and Defendant. But they 
knew fbe never could keep a Secret, 
and therefore dedred (he would accept 
of the Command of a Flying Camp 
by her felf; which fhe at laft conde* 
fcended to: But fo general was the 
AfFe£Hon of the Soldiers to her, three 
parts in four of the Army defired 
leave to Fight under her Banner. This 
Motion was readily agreed to by Slan^ 
der and RecriminAtion^ who deiignecl 
not fo much to come to a fet Battle,

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as to reduce their Enemies by Ambu- 
fcadc : Another humour they had too, 
which was fomething odd ; they ra- 
ther chofe to Fight in the Night than 
dy Day. Procedendo indeed was of a 
different Temper he declared he car^d 
not a Fartbing.who knew what he did ; 
for he dedgnM to leave all his A6lions 
upon Record to Futurity ; and being 
reprimanded by his Countiy Collegues 
for his Freedom of Speech, he Swore 
fer Capita omnium Jufiiciariorum Domini 
Regind Nunc^ &c. they (hould find 
he would Murdrare and Abfcariare more 
of the Enemies Men by downright 
Dint of Valour, than they fhould with 
all their Management. 
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Chap. X. 

The Battle ; the Que Ei^^s Forces 
Defeated. 

A Bout two Days after, the Bufinefs 
came to a decifive Battle ; where- 
in Uldifi;^ Waller and Floyd^ ( to whofe 
Charge her Majefty had Committed 
the Army fent againft thefe Rebels ) 
behaved themfelves to Admiration: 
But over-powred by Numbers, were 
obliged to give Ground, till a Fortu- 
nate Accident turned the Scales. The 
Libels and Declarations \n the Enemies 
Army, hapned to be placed next each 
other ; now the DecUrathnSy who were 
juft come from Reading the Lord 
Chief Juftice Cook's Definition of that 
Word, wherein he has Learnedly de- 
clared, that a Libtl is a Ljty and a 
Bill to Sound it atout^ mod unfortu- 
nately miftook the CiviULarp Libels^ 
for their old Antagonifts, they had fo 
frequently encountered with Succefs, 
m the Plains of Weftmiafier-HaU; 

Jp 5 wherefore 
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wherefore they immediately fell upon 
*f m with a Felonious Intent , and 
made fo dreadful a Slaughter, it put 
the whole Army in Confufion: The 
'LMs with a dokful Voice, Cryed out, 
Sevitiumy Sevitium^ SevititfWy but their 
old Friend Divorce was fo Bufy in ano- 
ther Place^ he had not Leifure to part 
them. 

Thus faired it with the Enemy's 
Forces; >yhen the I3ueen\ Generals, 
feized the happy Opportunity, and 
pufhed their Succels ; But as Fortune 
has an Influence over all hun:iane Af* 
fairs, cfpecially thofe of War ; berq 
flie exerted her Authority* Comn^w^ 
Fame^ a Ukraine Renowned for good 
Intelligence, having Notice how thp 
bufinels flood, flew to the Afliftance 
of her Allies, and Charged the Queen^s 
Forces fo Furioufly in the Rear, f^ie 
foon obliged ^em to Face aSout : Mean 
while Cmelly a mortal Enemy to BMB- 
rqa/CX, alluming the jfhape of ii 
Book of L^f^'termsy interpofed betwe^ 
^he LibeUinA DecUrdtiomy CQmproaii$'ci| 
th^irDiflS^reficeSjand made a perfeC^Un- 
^erftanding between 'em^ upon fhijj 

uv. ...?.-.. ^, . -.^; .. ' ■ . ^ ^ • (be 
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the Enemy having leifurc to Rally, re- 
tui-nediwith frefh Vigour to the Charge 
Thus in a Moment, the Pofture of 
Affairs was changed ; thti^een^s Army 
was Surrounded on all fides, and in- 
tirely cut off; none Efcaping but the 
Generatti themfelvcs^ who at hfk too 
furrendcred, uponCondition they might 
be allowed free Liberty of Correfpond- 
ing with the ;Q4r^^/^jr, without incurring 
the' \Pena?lty of the Ad in that Cafe 
made iand provided.

Many Chiefs were fent upon this Ex* 
pedition befides, whofe Nan)es,are now 
too tedious to relate ; but one H^ rp 
we muft not pafs by 'i\\ filence^ th? ElCr 
nowned Eachard^ a Succefsful hut Cruel 
Captain: For he Hpwed his Enemies 
to peices, as Hamuel did Jgdg in the 
Mount, J^plit and divide^ 'em a^ 
barbaroufly as they did their own 
Texts, 

Sir Philif Sidney gi^itC A not IcfsRe^ 
nowh in the Country of Rqmance ; en- 
tring his Beloved Jrcadia^ he found 
the Capital Towns had ftill held out 
againft thQ Ene^ny, and his Authority 
foon brpught the Country round about 
into obedience. But his next . N?igh* 
hour, Jo^n B^rclaj^ undpr pretence of 
fervingher Ma jefty, played the P4lfeScct^ 
?nd held Intelligepce with the Enemy.

PoMBAST raifis the Ban andRear^ 
^ariy dejires to venture afecond

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Rendcvouze, till the Bufinefs was over ; 
wherefore thpy having had no fhare 
in the lat^ Aftion, were ftill Intire. 

The New Forces ths^t arrived were 
4rguments^ the Nobility and Flower 
of Tiis kingdotn. The Vanguard con- 
fifted of Prior Andytickt^ the Rear of 
Fojierior Andyticksj and the Main Body 
of the Army was Compofed of Toficks^ 
ip jEigbt Battalions, under the Cana- 
mand of ARISTOTLE, In this Court 
vere mixM Dilemmas ^ Sorites* s^ EnfhjT 
mem^Sj indf^ions^ ai\d feveral other 
kind of Troops, but their beft Forces 
wcrcSySogifms^ PuifTant and Dangerous 
Coloffus^Sy dreadful and hideous to be- 
hold, who Fought Starknaked likp 
^frhari/ins. Their Colonels Narne 
was Barhra^ followed by Ninc.teeq 
Captain^, with dreadful Names, fuch 
fUs FelaPtoH^ Diffamis^ Baralipto^y Datojiy 
Bocaraoy Fertfon^ .and fuch other Names 
that wer0 of excellent ufe to fright the 
Vplgsr witl;. So di;fficult was it to 
Defeat :his Troops, that nothing but 
cutting off their jHead§, or divrdinj 
Vm in che Middle, was able to effd 
Chp Bpfincfs/ 'They Marched tinder 

^oloursy 
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poloarsy calPd, in the Language of that 
Country, Thfes^s^ where were defcri- 
bed the Arms of feveral Pcrfpns of Qua. 
lity : They never Engaged to fo great 
jan Advanttige, ss when difpofed in 
Order .under diefe Standards, ^wihen tliey 
frequently came off with great Noiks 
and Applaufe. There were lik'ewife 
in this Army a Bod]^ of Raparees, called 
Sophifms, Levyed in the Province pf 
Farsdtuces ; and to give »em their Due, 
tho' they feldom did any Exccutioii, 
when difpofed in Order of Battle, yet 
they frequently' did Wonders by Sur- 
prize, were excellent good at taking 
PafTes and wcigh-laying an Enemy in 
Ambufcade ; where they infallibly De- 
feated 'em, unlefs they had the gpod 
Fortune to be provided with a Diftingua^ 
or different Way either to Right of 
Left.

BUT before we proceed any farther, 
perhaps it may be thought fome* 
Kig itrange/o great a Genius as Arifiotle^ 
^ould Fight under the Standard of 
BOMBAST: But in trufh be only fa- 
voured his P^rty in appearance^ and 
made a falfe fhew of Sympathizing 
with him : For thofe who were per-j 
fe&ly well acquainted with the Grw4/?, 
knew there was no Friendlhip Or In- 
telligence between 'em. But I will 
;ive an Account how he came to 
lave the Misfortune of engaging with 
'em. You muft know he was once 
Chief Minifter ' of State, to a certain 
PuifTant Queen, called PhiloTofhj^ who 
formerly poflTeffed a Flouriming King- 
d«ny and bad four beautiful Daughters^ 
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Lpgicky Phyfick^ Morality and Mttafhy* 
fick. By their means (he became intire 
Miftrefs of the whole Province of 
GymnafiA^ which was a Glorious and 
Powerful Country, whilft BleiTed with 
her Refidence. But in procefe of Time 
it fo fell out, a parcel of Villains and 
Ridiculous Dotards, Ufurped the intire 
Authority of the Province; and not 
tontent with that, at the fame Inftanti 
entered into a moft horrid Gonfpiracy 
againft her Mdjejiy^ having furprized 
her Sacred Perfon, they Mangled and 
Disfigured her mod abominably, they 
claped her up in a dark Dungeon, where 
ilie has ever (ince fpent her Days in 
Obfcurity. Nor did their Cruelty 
ftop here, for they delivered her Eldelt 
Daughter up to the Difcretion of Vm* 
tferfals and CAtegcries^ a Fierce and 
Barbarous People, who only Fed her 
with (Chimeras and Jpfearan^e of jRw- 
fon^ which made her to Thin and Mea- 
gre, you could hardly have known her 
again. The J!^een herfelf however 
had the good Fortune to efcape their 
farther Rage, by getting out of the 
Frifon they had Committed her to,'

Sometime after this, farifying her 
Chief Minifter, Jrific^Uy had been in- 
ftrunlciital in her Efcape, they appre- 
hended his Perfon, and xiCtA him m Scur- 
vily as they haddone his Miftrefs : Far 
having fobbed him of all his Sprightly 
and Polite Trcafiiires^ they difguiled htm 
in a Scandalous Habitj called Trdnjlati^ 
Mj and turned him fb often Topfy-tur- 
vy, by continued ill ufage,they rendered 
the good Mitt frequently Senfeiefs. 
Th« next Bufmefe was to put him upon 
the Wrack, and oblige him to confeft 
many things he never faid nor thought 
ofi After this they Condemn'd hira 
CD the Fidmes^ whence he hardly foutid 
his Reprieve ; but at laft 'twas De^ 
creed he fliould be clofc Confined with- 
ift a Certain loathfome Goal^ called i 
Cmmenurj^ which Was fd Very Dttrfe^ 
whett you approached him, you could 
not perceive the leaft Glimmering oi 
Light. However iiotwithftanding they 

had 
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fiad uled him fo Barbaroufly, at leagth 
they began to confider how ufefeil z 
Perfori he might be, if theV could 
bring him over to their Party, tnercfore 
to Tempt him they offered the greateft 
OiBces in the Country of Vedantry* 
Ariftotle finding his Miftrefs was in- 
tirely ruin'd, and that he had now nO 
other Retreat, or means to deliver him- 
felf from hisPerfecutors, accepted their 
Terms, and gave ^em his Fromife, 
which they received with great De- 
monftration of Joy ; for he did thqm 
as much Service as they had formerly 
done him mifchief. After this he was 
held in great Efteem amongft 'em, 
and his fingle Authority was at any 
time enough to filence the moft vehe- 
ment Aflertor of his own Opinion, 
when Iffe dixit gave the (ign. 

RHETORIC ICs Army was not a 
little furpriz'd, to find they had now 
fo puilfant an Enemy to deal with ; 
who might render th6ir former Viftoiy 
<if no Effeft, However, being Coura- 
gious,they refolved tofuftain the Shock, 
fo often as the other fhould think fit

For one of AriJlotle\ 
chief Favourites, called Divijion^ being 
Coffloisinded toPatrolLabout the Works, 
at the Head of a Party of DemonflrAtive 
SyUcgiJhf the Archers of his Guard, 
they were all moft Traytoroufly Mur- 
dered in the Night by, fome Sophifmes 
under the Command oi BO MB AS Ts 
principal Officers. Hereupon Arifiotle 
Demanded immediate Juftice,but could 
not obtain it becaufe of the Intereft the 
Murderers had at Court. This furnifhM 
him with the Defired occaHon ; and at 
once he thunderM out his Refentment 
and Revolt. Intrigue coming at this 
Jundure to demand anotherConference, 
Improve the Advantage, and finding. 
BOMBAST fo DifturbM at the late ac- 
cident, he knew not M^hich way to turn 
himfelf, Fropofed a Negociation might 
be fet on Foot, for a general Peace, 
which the Brince^ being thus reduced, 
very willingly accepted of. Thus af- 
ter feveral Meflages, Backwards and 
forwards, the Treaty between thetwa 
Crowm, wasatlafi: Ratifyed upon the 
following Conditions.
